HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

* 

A new ventilator. An opening is made 
between the meeting-rails of the sashes ; this 
opening is covered by a hinged valve, consist- 
ing of a strip of brass or other metal. To 
admit the air it is only necessary to pull a cord 
which raises the valve; the incoming air 
strikes against - the underside of the hinged 
plate, and is deflected upwards without caus- 
ing any draught to persons near the window. 
On releasing the cord, the valve closes auto- 
matically. The valve may be made of metal, 
india-rubber, glass, or other material, and may- 
be covered on the under side with felt or cloth, 
8p,jas to entirely shut out the draught when the 
valve is closed. These ventilators were de- 
vised by the proprietor of the new Grand Hotel 
in London. 

A handsome work-hag* or tobacco-pouch 
is made by taking two pieces of cardboard of 
the size required, lightly pad with cotton the 
same on one side and cover with satin, plush, 
or velvet. For a centre decoration, one side 
embellish with silk and gold thread em- 
broidery ; on the opposite work some neat 
design in f eather-stich ; finish off the outer 
edge with a thick silk cord ; make a straight 
bag of satin or silk of the length desired and 
frill it at the top with a drawing string ; run a 
strong thread around the bottom of the bag 
and draw it together ; finish with a handsome 
ribbon bow; the handles should be of heavy 
silk cord. 

A wall pocket formed of Japanese fans is 
quite an addition to a prettily furnished sleep- 
ing room. Arrange the fans one above the 
other, taking two for the base ; shorten the 
handles of the other three fans, which should 
be tacked to a strip of stiff paper, covered with 
satin or brocade. Around the fans run a flut- 
ing of narrow lace and adorn the handles with 
very narrow ribbon, Maypole style ; cross the 
handles of the first or lower fans, and here 
place a cluster of buds or a brilliant butterfly 
with spread wings, and tack the pocket to the 
wall. 

Mildew stain may be removed from en- 
gravings in the following way : Free the en- 
graving from dust and float it face downwards 
for half an hour on a solution of six ounces of 
fresh chloride of lime in a pint of soft cold 
water. Float it then on the surface of water 
containing three drachms of sulphuric acid to 
the pint. Repeat the operation if necessary 
and finally rinse thoroughly in a spray of cold 
water and dry between clean blotting paper. 

Window shade decoration has become a 
fine art, and some of the specimens shown are 
most artistic in their conception and arrange- 
ment. We recently called at the oflice of a 
large window shade manufacturer and were 
shown a variety of patterns that were most 
beautiful. The flock work, combined with 
powdered glass, tinsel, etc., is very bright and 
artistic, withal. 

An economical scrap basket may be 
formed by taking two paste-board boxes of the 
same design but of different size, placing one 
inside the other and cover both with a band of 
olive green felt, which may be embroidered 
with crewels in designs of poppies, golden rod, 
wheat, or any pretty bright flowers; silk or 
plush balls in various colors heighten the effect 
if placed at intervals around the top.- 

A new school desk is being made. It can 
be adjusted to suit to size of the child occupy- 
ing it, can be swung up so as to be out of the 
way in sweeping the room, or it may be folded 
in a small space. 

An improved door-holder is secured to 
the inside of the door, so as to hold it open at 
any point desired, and when necessary to close 
it ; the holder works automatically. 

A corner bracket with a back may be 
covered with crimson plush and will make a 
very pretty position for a marble or porcelain 
bust or vase. 

A match safe made from a small, round 
jar, covered with crimson plush, with two 
small pipes gilded and tied on with a ribbon, is 
very attractive. 

Picture mounts have been improved. The 
object is to secure a picture against a waxed 
back plate so that the dust will be effectually 
excluded, and the tints of the picture 
preserved. 

Damask leather wall paper is a beautiful 
novelty.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Door Decoration. — The door, which is so 
frequently a source of anxiety to the orna- 
mentist and decorator, might be made the 
means of greatly enhancing the artistie com- 
pleteness of a room. Much of the difficulty 
experienced in its treatment arises from the 
desire to disguise its functions. For this rea- 
son, doors having their panels covered — I can- 
not say decorated — with wall-papers, etc., no 
matter how beautiful or costly, fail to please, 
and the palpable effort at disguise is not only 
bad but reprehensible, and whenever the posi- 
tion or purpose of a door is thus sought to be 
hidden, the result is a failure. In modern- 
built houses the architects are devoting more 
care and thought to the design and proportion, 
and the cabinetmaker to the construction, than 
hitherto, and it is now, fortunately, not uncom- 
mon to find doors so original, thoughtfully 
proportioned, and broken up into panels, that 
they are in themselves perfect, and, as a piece 
of decorative work, charming. An attempt to 
still further decorate such doors as these would 
be unpardonable, and a piece of vanity on the 
part of the artist ; but, on the other hand, 
there are thousands of houses — many of a su- 
perior kind, if we take the rental as a criterion 
— the rooms of which are positively disfigured 
by doors out of all proportion to their position, 
many being too short and wide, too high and 
narrow, or in an intermediate state, which is 
more aggravating than either, effectually pre- 
venting a successful treatment of the room as 
a whole. Such doors form a stumbling block 
and eyesore to many otherwise comprehensive 
schemes of decoration. The embellishment 
becomes a necessity, the difficulty is— what to 
do ? It may be only necessary to decorate it 
slightly to harmonize it with the rest of the 
room, or it may require much more substantial 
and heavy treatment, both in ornament and 
color ; the surroundings will, of necessity, de- 
termine this point. A most satisfactory and 
effective treatment is to be obtained by out- 
lining the design in warm browns, allowing 
the figure of the wood to show through ; but 
the door must be a new one, and capable of 
such treatment. If, on the contrary, as is far 
more likely, it be an old and badly painted 
door, then some such treatment as I lately 
saw would prove effective. The dimensions of 
the panels were taken from an existing door di- 
vided into four, those shown me being the upper 
ones. This door being disproportionate, and 
the panels consequently so, it has been sought 
to make it appear wider by running the flower 
spray behind the centre stile into the other 
panel ; had the panels been too wide, a contrary 
treatment would have been followed. The 
desire to elongate panels may be realised by 
each having a separate design of some upward 
growth, and, if found necessary, marginal lines 
to still further help the illusion. "We might ad- 
vantageously make our door's an object of 
interest by using them as an opportunity for 
displaying decorative ornaments. In such 
positions there is more latitude allowed, and a 
greater freedom to the artistic fancy ; thus, 
representations of the figure, birds, animals, 
etc., are here permissible, ail of which are out 
of place and unfit for the walls of our dwelling 
rooms, owing to the necessary repetition be- 
coming objectionable and devoid of beauty, and 
to the accessories hiding and mutilating their 
parts. The subjects for such panels should 
bear the impress of having been designed to fit 
the place they occupy, and for no other pur- 
pose. There is plenty of scope for our selec- 
tion, the panels of doors offering not only a 
valuable and legitimate means for the display 
of the wood carver's art, but for porcelain 
painting, inlay, hand-painted or stencilled orna- 
ment, needlework, painted silk or tapestry, the 
latter being sometimes particularly pleasing 
and effective. — The Builder (London). 

Delicate and pretty card trays are made 
of porcelain, green rose leaves overlapping 
each other, form the tray, which is slightly 
rolled at one side and decorated with a cluster 
of blush or pink roses. 

Patterns cut from glazed tissue paper may 
be pasted on the window pane with Venice 
turpentine (warm) and look very well. 

Paper gas pipes are made. The fact that 
they will not freeze up will be sufficient to 
tnrn all plumbers against them. 

Still another motor for a sewing machine 
has been invented. 

Gray and green, also gray and brown, are 
popular combinations. 

White and gold is again coming into 
fashion.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Another substitute for stained glass. 
First decide on your design, then trace it in 
bold, clear, but not too fine outlines on the 
best tracing cloth the exact size of the pane to 
be decorated. The tracing is best if drawn 
with the liquid Indian ink sold by all artists' 
colormen — the ordinary Indian ink will do. 
When the tracing is finished, paste ifc with 
common paste, or better, isinglass dissolved in 
spirits of wine, according to a well-known 
receipt. The pasting is no trouble in this pro- 
cess, as the cloth cling6 easily to the glass, or 
if pressed with a sheet of paper over it, leaves 
no air bubbles to form unsightly spots. When 
this is dry paint each part of design to the re- 
quired tint. Several paintings of the same 
color will be required for the darker shades. 
This completes the work to be done, and forms 
a very satisfactory result if the design is well 
chosen. If two separate panes are used, they 
may be fixed with the cloth between the new 
and the old pane, so as to avoid injury from 
dust and dirt. It is not needful that each 
patch of color should be regularly uniform in 
tint, as a somewhat broken surface gives a less 
mechanical effect, more like the unequal tints 
of the real stained glass. When applied to 
glass already fixed, the staining must be done 
before fixing, and is best if the sheet of cloth 
is pasted with common thin paste on any piece 
of glass, the process being carried on as before 
and when finished peeled off the glass and fixed 
to its rightful pane. Transparent colors 
should be used. 

' TJm'-n flammable wood. Dr. Winklemann, 
of Augsburg, impregnates wood and articles 
made of paper with a solution of 33 parts of 
chloride of manganese, 20 parts of orthophos- 
phoric acid, 12 parts of magnesium carbonate, 
10 parts of boracic acid, and 25 parts of chloride 
of ammonium in 1,000 parts of water. Wood 
must be exposed to the solution for six or 
eight hours at the temperature of boiling 
water, or have the solution forced into it under 
pneumatic pressure. A solution of the above 
composition is easily distributed through the 
mass of the wood and incrusts the cells with 
pyrophosphate of manganese, and magnesium 
and borate of magnesium, which are insoluble 
double salts. The chloride of ammonium 
serves as a vehicle to keep the phosphates in 
solution.. Articles made of paper, like paper 
hangings, are coated with or soaked in the 
solution after it has been boiled. Wood and 
paper saturated with these salts are said to be 
uninflammable, even when exposed to an in- 
tense heat. 

Piano covers. Some are made in serge 
and crash, and embroidered only at the ends, 
finished with a fringe. The strip is cut the 
width of the piano top and hangs over about 
six or seven inches down each side. It is very 
much the same kind of covering as the narrow, 
long-fringed and embroidered cloths now be- 
coming so fashionable for laying on sideboards. 
There should be a handsome pattern on each 
side. One braided in gold all along the edges 
and at the two ends is pretty. The material, 
soft white sheeting, which falls gracefully. 
Art color serge is much used, embroidered in 
colored silks or crewels. An Indian 6carf 
makes a very handsome piano cloth ; the color 
should correspond with the prevailing tone of 
the room. 

The carriage purses, which are extremely 
useful for carrying parcels, are about a yard 
and a half in length and are made of plush 
lined with silk and ornamented with sprays of 
flowers scattered here and there, the rings are 
of wood or ivory. 

An effective border for the ends of a table 
scarf is made by taking a piece of figured plush 
and covering the figures with long filling 
stitches in bright colored silk, around the edge 
of each design sew tiny gilt braid. 

A rich and unique pedestal for holding 
odd vases or statuettes is of mahogany with 
round top, which is supported by three ele- 
phant's heads with tusks of ivory ; plush easels 
with drapery of the same are also very effec- 
tive. 

A wish bone of flowers is a new and very 
appropriate floral pieces for weddings.

A family of the Asinary Genus. Nor 
must we forget that if there are women who 
strive to uDsex themselves by becoming too 
masculine, so are there men who most effectu- 
ally unsex themselves by a general emascula- 
tion of dress and manner, which would readily 
strike a stranger from another planet as repre- 
senting a transition period between the sexes. 
If a manish woman offends our good taste and 
judgment, a womanish man is an insipid em- 
bodiment of nothingness, and ought to be 
treated as a zoological curiosity representing 
some hitherto unknown family of the asinary 
genus. From these considerations it therefore 
follows that if there are female oddities who 
furnish the weapons of satire to those who are 
opposed to the advancement of- women, there 
are also masculine oddities who show how 
closely a man can sometimes resemble a 
monkey. Touching the important questions of 
life in the most remote and superficial manner, 
and representing a phase which cannot be 
seriously treated, these peculiar creatures 
excite our risibility, and cause us to abandon 
ourselves to the claims of Democritus, the 
laughing philosopher. Much as the study of 
these superficialities may amuse us, they do 
not, however, and they cannot, reach those 
strata of evidence from which we must draw 
our conclusions if we desire to be philosophical 
and consistent.

Small three-legged cauldrons are particu- 
larly popular just now for painting on, and are 
to be seen on drawing-room and dining-room 
tables, with a growing fern or plant. Some 
are gilded first, and then painted over with 
poppies, cherries, or arbutus berries ; others 
are colored, and a few toned in shade like the 
Barbotine china. The prettiest size is about 
five and a half inches in diameter, or a little 
larger. At grocers and provision stores these 
cauldrons are to be had. The handles should 
be removed before painting, as the cauldrons 
are more artistic without. House paint, to be 
had in small tins, would do for the first coat, 
as a good deal is used, but the flowers must be 
carried out in tube oils, when the surface is 
perfectly dry. A varnish afterwards is neces- 
sary. 

A new and easy way to piece a crazy 
quilt is to cut the strips about a quarter of a 
yard wide, then have alternate strips of plain 
silk or velvet and finish with a band of velvet 
of the double width of strip; colored flannel 
makes a soft and excellent lining ; on this may 
be embroidered the owner's initials or mono- 
gram. 

A substitute for leather (excellent in its 
appearance and costing much less than the 
real material) is made by a Boston company, 
for furniture coverings and decorative pur- 
poses. It is not affected by the sun, is im- 
pervious to water, and is made in any color 
desired. 

" Canvasine" is the name of a new painting 
process for ladies, enabling those who have no 
talent whatever and no knowledge of drawing 
to paint artistic and interesting pictures. If 
this is the fact, it would be a most desirable 
acquisition to half the amateurs now working. 

A flower pot cover can be made of card 
board cut into quarters, sewed together, and 
covered with plush, sewed at the top and 
gummed at the bottom. 

A beam crossing the ceiling may be beau- 
tified by covering it with "Solid Relief" or 
"Lincrueta Walton," giving it the appearance 
of handsome carving. 

Moss may be secured to the outside of 
flower pots by wire, and, if frequently watered, 
will last for a long time. 

Egyptian or Pompeian designs, in black 
oil paint on flower pots, have a good effect. 
The pots may be varnished or not as preferred. 

Pretty paper lamp shades turned up- 
wards, serve as excellent flower pot covers. 

Japanese leather paper is a decorative 
material for dados, etc., that is very attractive. 

Pongee handkerchiefs make pleasing 
covers for sofa pillows.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

The decoration of dinner tables is con- 
stantly varying. Colored velvet and satin are 
no longer seen, but their place is taken by 
Madras clouded muslin, with colored flowers 
woven in, in subdued greens, blues, or pinks. 
The strip is laid over the white cloth, and 
reaches almost to where the plates are. The 
ornaments, containing flowers and sweets, are 
placed on it. Sometimes a lace edge is sewn 
on ; but more frequently a hem finishes it off all 
round. Flowers in their seasons are now used 
for decoration, and it is not considered essential 
to have hothouse flowers and maidenhair ferns. 
In the spring, primroses or buttercups in old 
china bowls, with wild field grasses, are to be 
seen ; in the summer, roses and all sorts of 
flowers ; in the autumn, poppies, ox-eyed 
daisies, cornflowers, etc., masses of purple 
heather or the blue harebell. Grass may be 
occasionally the only decoration, and this is put 
in a big bunch in a large glass globe in the 
centre of the table, and in smaller ones about. 
The rich tints of strawberry and currant leaves, 
touched by autumn, look exceedingly well with 
the many colored single dahlias now so much 
in vogue. Small ferns, carefully lifted from 
damp, woodland soil, will live in water, in 
glasses, all the winter, and look fresh and 
green when floral decoration is at its lowest 
ebb. At a recent party, a very large Japanese 
umbrella formed a covering above the heads of 
the guests. The long handle was fixed into a 
weight in the centre of the table, and partially 
concealed by ferns and tendrils. Fixed to the 
edge, at distances, were Chinese lanterns, and 
these afforded the necessary light. The table 
was a round one, and the umbrella one of very 
large colored paper. 

A novelty is the decorating of the brass 
water ewers seen so much in Europe. They 
have lately been greatly used in bed-rooms, in 
various sizes, as being more artistic-looking 
than the common jugs. They are now being 
painted with wreaths of flowers, and placed in 
reception rooms as ornaments, with peacock 
feathers, grasses, or bullrushes lightly put in 
Large white daisies and green leaves, poppies, 
and grasses are usually seen ; but the designs 
are numerous, and open to individual taste and 
fancy. We do not allude so much to the tall 
ewers as to the low, round ones with short 
necks, coming principally from Cherbourg. 
There are six or seven sizes, and they vary in 
price from five to sixteen francs. Brass pre- 
serving pans are also painted with a ring of 
flowers outside the rim, and filled with moss 
and ferns. If they are not filled, they are 
painted inside as well, and used as card baskets. 
The glazed delf milk pans can be painted in 
imitation of the blue willow pattern china, and 
empty ginger jars. Nothing looks better than 
to see yellow roses put en masse into these blue 
painted receptacles. The glazed surface is no 
drawback, as the oil paints lay on smoothly 
without difficulty. 

A standing: double-panel screen was 
shown recently, worked in a beautiful way. 
One panel was of old-gold-colored satin sheet- 
ing, with a profuse design of the tea plant, the 
leaves being worked in green silks, and the 
small white five-petal flowers and buds with the 
glistening scales of the perch. Each scale was 
6ewn on with the needle, and the centres of the 
flowers were filled in with little knobs of yel- 
low silk. The second panel was of pale pea- 
cock-blue satin sheeting, with a towering, 
graceful branch of myrtle, the 6talks being of 
silks, a few flowers of white silks, and the 
leaves composed of beetles wings, sewn on. 
The covers of standing workbaskets are worked 
in the same style. 

Many skillful hands imitate the raised 
Barbotine china successfully with putty, fixed 
on with very strong glue, or with gutta-percha, 
and modelling wax, painted and moulded in 
the semblance of rough leaves and flowers. A 
bunch of cherries and leaves on a pair of bel- 
lows, or a cluster of bursting chestnut pods on 
a flat "pilgrim" or whisky jar, is most ef- 
fective, and not difficult to do. 

In many small drawing-rooms four 
colored glass lanterns are hung near the cor- 
ners of the ceiling, instead of the orthodox 
centre light. If additional light is required, 
candles, with shades, or lamps, are placed on 
small tables ; but, as a rule, a dim atmosphere 
is aimed at. This style usually goes with old- 
fashioned furniture, an old English fireplace, 
dull-colored hangings, towering palms, and a 
heterogeneous collection of knicknacks which 
drives the housemaid to distraction.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

* 

The effectiveness and beauty of metal in 
the decoration of furniture and interiors has of 
late excited general interest. The popularity 
of this style of ornamentation is, apparently, 
steadily increasing, so much so that the ap- 
proach of a new era in household art seems to 
be upon us. As a result of the increased atten- 
tion given to this mode of the adornment of our 
houses, a company has been formed in this 
country for the purpose of manufacturing 
friezes and dadoes of thin brass or other metals, 
that can easily be attached to walls, or panels 
that can be placed in furniture or wainscoting. 
This thin metal-work can be used to take the 
place of stamped leather or paper, and is, of 
course, more desirable and effective, and can 
be produced at a sufficiently low cost to admit 
of its competing with them. It will be, un- 
doubtedly, acceptable to architects and interior 
decorators to know that they can obtain so 
durable and beautiful a means of decorating 
walls of their houses, made expressly after 
their own designs. When used for mantel- 
facings or in other places requiring greater 
strength, the metal can be made of any desired 
thickness. Its universal adaptability and the 
great variety of shapes and styles into which it 
can be worked, will recommend it to all persons 
interested in household decoration. 

Enamelling. A patent has been taken out 
in Germany for a new process of enamelling 
ceramic articles. The glass, terra cotta, stone- 
ware, porcelain, or similar article, is covered 
with a film capable of conducting electricity, 
by painting the article with a solution of 
chloride of platinum or nitrate of silver and 
burning this in, and then decorating as desired 
with enamel. This is burned in, and the 
article is afterwards covered electrolytically 
with the metal. The galvanic coating does not 
adhere to the enamel, and very varied effects 
can be produced by gilding, silvering, color- 
ing, polishing, platinizing, etc., the metallic 
surfaces of the articles. 

Some Christmas cards had a beautiful 
group of flowers worked button-hole fashion 
in crewels. Others had mother-of-pearl crosses 
inlaid diamond pattern upon them. There 
were also series of cards attached in the shape 
of an album or book, each having a colored for 
ceramic decoration, representing designs in the 
Hungarian, Roven, Japanese, Sevres, Dresden, 
Vienna, Arabian, Dutch, Chinese, Indian, 
Italian, Spanish and English styles of ornamen- 
tation. Still others consisted of a piece of 
ivory bearing a pretty painting and set upon a 
cushion of silk. 

Painting on zinc is made easier by employ- 
ing a mordant composed of one quart of 
chloride of copper, one of nitrate of copper and 
one of sal ammonia, dissolved in sixty-four 
parts of water, and to this mixture is added one 
part of commercial hydrochloric acid. This is 
brushed over the plate of zinc, and after twelve 
or twenty-four hours it dries a dullish gray 
color. Painting upon this surface the colors 
will adhere in a perfect manner. 

Common baskets with handles can be 
made into ornamental work receptacles by 
having several of the cheap little fancy plush 
cretonne and other mats turned over the edge, 
with the points secured to the sides by gilt but- 
tons. The inside and the handle is embellished 
with colored material. 

Mirror frames may be covered with 
plush. 

Belgian sabots are much in vogue for 
holding flowers. They form wall pockets and 
can be painted any color to suit the general 
harmony of the room. 

Thermometers are now attached upon a 
stick of the fan. Ladies may, thus, at any 
moment, determine the temperature of the 
apartment. 

Two gamecocks of silver in the usual 
beligerant attitudes are now used for pepper 
and salt, which is used through proper places 
on the head of the creatures. 

Small screens to hold three cabinet pic- 
tures make very pretty ornaments for the 
table. The size required is in excellent pro- 
portion for a screen.

HINTS AND NOTIONS.

Indian striped dhurries of red, blue, and 
white are now used in a variety of ways. They 
are to be seen as hall and staircase curtains, 
bath blankets, covers for the backs of sofas, 
mats, and portieres over draughty doors. They 
are very coarse, warm, fast colored, and cheap, 
so command commendation. The usual dimen- 
sions are about 6ft. 9in. by 3ft. 2in. As curtains, 
they look well looped back with broad red 
velvet bands, or the gilt chains now so fashion- 
able. The Syrian curtains are still very 
popular, and the#last way of adapting them to 
windows is by mounting them on to a draw- 
string at the top and bottom of the window, 
and tying them in the centre with a large bow 
of ruby, peacock, or old-gold satin ribbon, hour- 
glass fashion. The short, shilling ones are 
used for this, and two are usually arranged in 
each window. They are also draped as toilet- 
table coverings over old-gold or any colored 
sateen, and finished off with loops or large bows 
of harmonising ribbon or plush. Large mirrors, 
or pictures mounted on easels, are often to be 
seen draped with a Syrian curtain on one side 
and a strip of colored plush on the other, and 
occasionally both are deftly intermingled. 

Kerosene Lamps. — The increasing cost 
and eleganee of lamps for burning kerosene oil 
is one of the remarkable features of the nine- 
teenth century civilization, especially so when 
we consider that gas has been and electricity 
will be a strong rival to oil as an illuminator. 
Richest porcelain vases mounted in fine brass- 
work, supplied with the most costly burners, 
and the whole, surmounted with decorated 
shades of the most expensive sort, from a com- 
bination of handicraft which in many cases is 
disposed of at remarkable figures. One hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, it is stated, is not an 
unusual price for a fine kerosene library lamp, 
and it must be confessed that the fashion, 
though expensive, is a very sensible one, 
especially if the lamp is used both as an orna- 
ment and an illuminator. Thousands of very 
expensive lamps are sold every year, and there 
are thousands more to follow, for the fashion 
is not going to die out soon. 

A strip of plush is now lightly bound 
round a flower pot on a drawing-room or 
dining-room table, and finished off with a bow, 
or by merely tucking the end in. Ruby plush 
round a pot containing maidenhair fern looks 
particularly well. Tin flower pots, with 
troughs outside for cut flowers, ivy, or ferns, 
are very ornamental. The plant grows in the 
centre as usual, and the outside of the pot can 
be quite hidden by ferns or leaves bent over the 
edge of the troughs. One trough goes round 
the top and the other round the middle of the 
pot. 

Fancy quilts, in every variety of work, are 
much affected now. Old German patterns, in 
china-blue or the original shades, are being 
copied, also Russian and Danish ones. Many 
are worked on ordinary servants' sheets, which 
resemble the somewhat coarse texture of the, 
original foundation. Very often the pillow- 
case and nightdress sachet is embroidered to 
match. 

The newest sachet is in the form of a very 
large cracker, with a satin bow tying each end. 
The contents fill out the shape. It is made in 
a variety of material, and sometimes with a 
large monogram on the uppermost side. The 
smartest is of chine silk, trimmed with thread- 
colored Valenciennes, and rests outside the 
quilt, just below, or on the pillow. 

Folding fire screens acting upon the same 
principle as the small circular fans which pull 
into the handle, are novelties.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Fancy cartoons is a new evening game. 
The players are provided with a sheet of paper 
each, and upon the upper end of the sheet 
each player makes a sketch of some well- 
known event in history or some prominent 
person, then at the lower end of the sheet is 
written the title or what the author intends it 
to represent ; the paper is folded over this 
title so as it cannot be read, the same as in a 
game of consequence, and the papers are all 
passed along to the next player who endeavors 
to determine what the subject of his neighbor's 
sketch may be, and writes down his opinion 
as to what it was intended to represent, turns 
the paper over it, and passes it along. This is 
done until each player has thus passed his 
opinion upon each drawing, when the papers 
are unfolded, the real title read first, and the 
supposed titles read in their turn. The efforts 
to give the drawing its proper name produces 
very ludicrous results. 

Painting- on wood is a favorite pastime for 
ladies, and articles that at one time would have 
been considered only suitable for the dairy or 
the kitchen are now quite freely decorated and 
used for parlor receptacles for work, etc. 
Thus milk pails are often decorated, the inside 
lined with 6ilk or satin and the outside painted. 
First of all cover with oak stain the whole of 
the pail, then with oil colors paint sprays of 
apple blossom, hawthorn or almond blossoms 
boldly upon it. When that is finished and dry, 
line the interior, and loop some thick cord 
through the square handles in either side, 
bringing it across the top so as to form a loose 
handle ; finish the same with knotted ends or 
tassels. An ebonized pail with brilliant 
Marechal Neil roses, is beautiful if artistically 
painted. 

. A ladies' pocket companion. A tiny 
article, in morocco, having all the appearance 
of a well-made, and comfortably-filled purse, 
has just been submitted to our notice. On 
opening it we discoved that it contained a 
complete set, in miniature, of the fittings, with 
looking-glass, that usually accompanies a work 
box. The idea of a ladies' pocket companion 
is by no means new, but, taken altogether, the 
one before us is the neatest thing of the kind 
we have ever seen, and we think the lady 
would be hard to find who would not be de- 
lighted to have always with her such a useful 
and convenient companion. 

For repairing mirrors accidentally 
scratched, clean the bare portion of the glass 
by rubbing it gently with fine cotton, taking 
care to remove any traces of dust and grease. 
If this cleaning be not done very carefully, de- 
fects will appear around the place repaired. 
With the point of your knife cut upon the back 
of another looking-glass around a portion of 
the silvering of the required form, but a little 
larger. Upon it place a small drop of mercury 
—a drop the size of a pin's head will be suffi- 
cient for a surface equal to the size of the nail. 
The mercury spreads immediately, penetrates 
the amalgam to where it was cut off with the 
knife, and the required piece may now be 
lifted, and removed to the place to be re- 
paired. This is the most difficult part of the 
operation. Then press lightly the renewed 
portions with cotton, and the glass presents 
the same appearance as when new. 

Iiustra painting makes beautiful effects 
on three fold screens. One recently seen had a 
different design on each panel, horse chestnuts, 
pomegranates and grapes. 

A new writing-desk is contained in a 
screen. When one side is opened and let down 
it makes a very handy writing place, while 
above are spaces for paper and envelopes. 

A set of armor is a very pretty and quite 
an interesting toy for children, that has recently 
appeared. 

Plush frames ornamented with Early 
English figures cut from brass, are quite 
popular. 

Small half barrels contain an entire toilet 
set, or a pleasing arrangement of decanters and 
glasses. 

Terra cotta sheeting worked in applique* 
makes a pretty mantel border. 

Embroidered covers for magazines are 
useful. 

Frames of alternate stripes of plush or 
card or leather are extremely pretty. 

Embroidered skate bags are in season.

Paint applied to hats. Straw hats and 
bonnets have become objects for the now 
always-ready paint brash. A young lady who 
was for some time the envy of her friends for 
the exquisite shades of her hats, said she 
painted them with her oil colors, and in this 
way could have them any tint she desired, and 
hats in mo6t perfect harmony with her cos- 
tumes was the result. Another young girl 
showed us a bonnet she had painted black, 
remarking: "If I had had that bonnet dyed 
at a milliner's I should have paid seventy-five 
cents for it ; a& it is it cost me about twenty 
cents, and I did not have to wait several days 
for it to be done." Still another enterprising 
young woman, who knows how to make every- 
thing useful, remarked : "I have often colored 
my straw bonnets with common shoe blacking 
and they look very well indeed." A young 
lady artist gave a picnic party just before her 
departure for Europe last summer. Her hat 
for the occasion was of her own designing — a 
large leghorn flat, with wild roses painted on 
the brim, which was faced with delicate pink 
silk, and a white lace scarf was folded care- 
lessly around the crown. It was a thoroughly 
picturesque head covering, and set off to 
advantage the blonde beauty of the wearer. — 
DemoresVs Monthly. 

Poisonous wood. The use of a wood 
from Panama called cokobola, in the manufac- 
turing interests in Bridgeport, is attracting the 
attention of the Connecticut State Board of 
Health. The wood is cheap, takes a brilliant 
polish, is easily worked, and is extensively 
used for knife handles and ornamentation. 
Workers in the material are poisoned some- 
what after the manner of sumac, although 
some are free from any defect. Swelling of 
the face, closing of the eyes, appearance of 
being burned on the hands are the usual symp- 
toms. Some are attacked with distress in the 
stomach, with loss of appetite. One person, 
who was a confirmed smoker, after being 
poisoned has been unable to smoke or even 
stay in a room where there is any tobacco 
smoke. Children playing in the sawdust of 
this wood which had been dumped, were badly 
poisoned about their feet. At a large factory 
on Elm street, where this wood is extensively 
worked, chickens in the adjoining yards are 
said to have all died from eating the dust that 
settles on the grass. — The Sanitarian. 

A so-called new ' gem ' (violane) has been 
lately introduced into the London market from 
Paris. Many collectors of pierres de fantaisie 
have purchased these 'precious stones ' at high 
prices, supposing them a new and transparent 
variety of the mineral violan. Such is not the 
case. They are simply imitations of the ame- 
thyst, made of glass, with an admixture of 
potash and borax, and a specimen which cost 
the owner fifty pounds, was not worth more 
than two shillings. 

An improved oil stove has been patented 
by which the burner and oil tank are so pro- 
tected from the heat that the wick tube may be 
extended nearer the oil, and by expanding the 
flame above the cone a narrow wick tube may 
be used. 

Clinkers may be loosened from fire-bricks 
by throwing in the fire box, when very hot, 
two or three quarts of oyster or clam shells, or 
a less quanity of salt, allowing the fire to go 
out ; then cleave off the clinkers. 

Indoor plants should be kept free from 
du6t as it retards their growth. Roses and 
smooth-leaved plants may be sponged; the 
downy leaved should be well showered. 

A new composition for gilt moldings had 
been patented, consisting of stick lac, sandarac, 
galipot, dragon's blood, and alcohol.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Ice effects upon glass. These effects can 
be produced upon glass by very simple means. 
According to the Industrie Blatter, several 
receipts are known, which, however, can 
principally be referred to the following 
method : Finely washed white glass color is 
stirred up together with a thin solution of gum 
arabic into a milky composition. The plate of 
glass — placed horizontally — is coated with this 
fluid by means of a wide brush, and is exposed 
to a freezing temperature. The particles of 
water group themselves together into ice 
flowers, and draw the particles of color lying 
between them also into ice flowers of similar 
forms. The glass is now brought into a 
warmer room in which the water is afforded an 
opportunity of slowly evaporating. Finally 
the glass color alone remains, and can be burnt 
in a muffle. Similar decorative effects can also 
be obtained with a cold method by caustic 
action. A weakly acidified solution of fluor- 
salt is considerably diluted, according to the 
size of the desired crystallization. An alter- 
native method consists in the addition of a 
good deal of thick glycerine to a concentrated 
solution -*of fluor-salt. Either mixture is 
allowed to have a slow effect on the glass, by 
which means large or small groups of crystals 
are etched deeply into the glass. 

"The fashion now is decidedly in the 
direction of wall lamps," says a London paper. 
" Some are of great beauty. Two of a set I 
have seen are opal-tinted glass and two rose- 
colored. The sconces in which they are fixed 
are fitted in frames of mirrors, with beveled 
edges. These, in their turn, are framed in 
brass, beautifully chased. These lamps are 
placed near the four corners of a pretty draw- 
ing-room, the opal-tinted and the red alter- 
nately. As the wall paper is a pattern of 
daisies in gold and pink on a ground of warm 
cream color, the effect is very good. Candles 
with pink shades are scattered about the room 
in pairs, and at a table in a corner a low 
reading lamp sheds a softened radiance upon 
books and writing materials." 

Two recent German patents have been 
announced. One describes a method of en- 
amelling by means of which bas reliefs similar 
to cameos may be produced. A mixture of 
dry enamel, thick pine oil, and gum damar is 
laid upon a glass surface in a half-dry state. 
This is allowed to dry and the design is pressed 
in, and the enamel burnt. The other patent 
consists in coating the absorbent clay surface 
of underglazed pottery with whey, obtained 
from a mixture of acid and skimmed milk, and 
separating the precipitate by filtration. This 
allows of designs being drawn on the material 
with aqueous fluids. 

A ceramic art exhibition of paintings on 
china and terra-cotta, by professional and ama- 
teur artists,, will be held at the Brighton 
Aquarium during the month of October.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

As advertisers are better satisfied that cor- 
respondents are attracted by a certain adver- 
tisement, .when that advertisement is men- 
tioned, we would esteem it a favor if those of 
our readers who write any of our advertisers 
would kindly name this paper as the source of 
their information— if it is. 

A new mantel cover of golden brown silk 
serge has a scarf covering the shelf and hang- 
ing over each end half way to the floor. These 
ends are embroidered with Japanese roses in 
shaded yellows. Across the fronts of the 
mantel is a straight lambrequit gathered up 
very short at each corner of the shelf and 
fastened to the scarf with a large bow of wide 
gold-colored ribbon. Across the centre of this 
lambrequin is a spray of the yellow roses. A 
wall banner of myrtle-green serge is ornameted 
with branches of lilacs, in crewel and ribbon 
work, the fine close blossoms being effectively 
simulated. The most serviceable bureau scarfs 
are of linen canvas, the ends finished with 
elaborate drawn work and knotted fringe. 

According: to the best scientific authority 
on the interior finishing of dwelling-houses, 
wall-paper should not be manufactured, as has 
always been the case heretofore, in a manner 
to be perfectly air tight. The reason of this i 8 
that, hygienically considered, the walls of a 
house, like the materials of clothing, should be 
porous, having free intercourse with the open 
air. It is also believed that water proof paper 
such as has come into such extensive use 
causes increased dampness of the walls,, the 
stoppage of all circulation of air. necessarily 
preventing their drying — this prolonged damp- 
ness of the walls being unhealthy and produc- 
tive also of other evils. 

Save the tea leaves for a few days, then' 
steep them in a tin pail or pan for half an 
hour ; strain through a sieve and use the tea 
for all varnished paints. It requires very little 
elbow polish, as the tea acts as a strong deter- 
gent, cleansing the paint from all impurities, 
and making it equal to new. It cleans win- 
dows, and sashes, and oil cloths — indeed, any 
varnished surface is improved by its applica- 
tion. It washes window panes and mirrors 
much better than water, and is excellent for 
cleaning black walnut and looking glass 
frames. It will not do to wash unvarnished 
paints with it. 

Walls, if almost black and very smoky, 
must be brushed as clean as possible with a 
broom, and in order to kill the smoke, wash 
them over with strong pearlash or soda water, 
and immediately rinse them with clear water 
before the pearlash is dry. When dry give 
them a thin coat of fresh slacked lime, with a 
good proportion of alum dissolved in hot water 
and mixed with it. The work should be 
finished with whiting and good glue size. Be 
careful not to apply the size distemper till the 
lime wash is dry, as the latter will destroy the 
strength of the size if they come in contact 
while wet. 

A pretty notion for an embroidered panel 
is to fill the frieze over a mantel with a medi- 
um, atmospheric blue silk, for grounding, on 
this is embroidered a bare brown bough, and 
boldly defined twigs, upon which a flock of 
birds are huddled in various attitudes, as if 
finding warmth and comfort from the fire 
below. — The Artist. 

An incombustible paper, and inks and 
colors not affected by fire, have been invented. 
At a trial some specimens were consigned to a 
retort in a pottery furnace for four hours, and 
came out unchanged. 

There is to be, during October, an artificial 
flower and fruit show at the Westminster 
Aquarium, and china and glass flower stands, 
vases, crystal table decorations, etc. 

For a tea table lay a cream-colored Medra3 
muslin over the table cloth. The delicately 
colored flowers will stand out nicely against 
the white of the under cloth. 

The latest Parisian table decoration is to 
place flat baskets of flowers near each plate, 
with the menu tied on the handle.
